EVANS AND S0NTAG. 



Both of the Baudits Badly Wounded 
ami In Hands of the 
Oflicers. 



WHAT C0UDERT SAYS. 



What Evans Has to Say About Him 
self and His Adven- 
tures. 

Visai.ia, Juno 13.— At S o'clock lust 
night E. H. Perkius arrived from a ranche, 
2'2 miles northeaat of Viaalia. He told 
Under Sheriff Hall that Mr. Evans was at 
his mother's place, and that ho could be 
taken. Mr. Perkins gave the following ac- 
count of his connection with tho arrest : 
Yesterday morning about duybreak Evans 
irrived at my mother's place, which is 
about three and a half miles from tho stone 
rral. He went to the pump, washed him- 
self and used a towel hanging near by tho 
pump handle It was bloody when seen by 
the folks. When they got up to got water, 
Evans walked in tho house and, going up- 
stairs, went to bed. No one knew who it 
was, but when breakfast was ready a boy 
was teut up to tell whoever it was to come 



use for it. When wo were ready to go 
away Sontag had Sheriff Kay's horses by 
the bridlo. Just then I saw a man standing 
twenty-five or thirty yards to the sido of 
us. I thought he was druuk. A man oalled 
and askrd who was there. Sontag answer- 
ed : " Henry Byrd, come hero if you want 
to see him ; have you a gun?-' Then tho 
man fired both barrels of a shotgun and one 
of the horses fell. I jumped over the fallen 
horse to the front and fired. The man fell, 
then roso and tired four shots at mo. Then 
I shot him aud we went on. Ho made no 
moan or sign while wo were in hearing. I 
used to know Beavor, but did not know it 
was ho at tho time. I thought it was Tom 
Cunningham. 

Just beforo the fight at Young's cabin wo 
were sitting inside getting dinner. Muin- 
werren came in and was greatly surprised 
to see us. Soon after, Mainwerron looked 
out and saw tho crowd coming and said 
here'B the whole crowd upon us. I told 
him to go after water aud make no sign, or 
we would blow his head off There was no 
entrance except the front door. The crowd, 
with tho oxception Jof Burke, were coming 
on with tho Indians behind. Burke was 
thumping a watermelon. When the i-hoot- 
ing began Burke jumped over the fence, 
fired two shots and ran down tho hill. 
Smytho immediately put spurs to his horse 
and ran away. Ho went a short distunce 
and finally fell off his horse. Ho was the 
most abject cowurd I ever Baw. We hud 
nothing to do with the shooting of Black at 
Th > 1 Camp Badger. We got along very well 
" during tho winter ; hud a camp of our own 
and never Btopped at unybody's houso." 
Evans has the manner of a mun of candor, 
and said, when thanked fori the interviow ' 
" I havo told you tho truth." At this point 
the doctor said the interviow must ccaso as 
the wounded man must rest.

Berlin, dune 13.— Germany is in tho 
midst of a campaign, hut ono could not tell 
it by the appearance of the Btreets or even 
of the newspapers. Everything appears 
peaceful, but below tho surface there is ex- 
citement, bitter feeling and Intense partisan- 
ship, such as not even tho days before the 

ivil war developed in America. All classes 
of people aro dissatitfied, aud look for sal- 

ation from some political party of their 
own. It is impossible to forecast the re- 
sults of Thursday's election, except to say 
that the two Extremist parties, the Con- 
servatives and Socialists, will gain largely. 
The Emperor is much distressed at the 
political confusion, and feels bitter against 
Herbert Bismarck, who has been outspoken 
iu his criticisms. Count Herbert is running 
us a candidate in the rural districts, but the 
chances for his election now seem extremely 
light. 

In every district thero are from five to 
ten differont candidates. Von Caprivi 
counts upon making dickerB with the vari- 
ous factions, which will enable him to pass 
the Army bill in acceptable shape over the 
heads of the Socialists. What tho Kaiser 
will most try to do will bo to make conces- 
sions to a number of the reactionary parties 
and thus line t hem up in support of his 
policy, The Liberals are well aware of this 
danger and will seek to compromise on the 
Army bill, in order to avoid a return of the 
reactionary element to power, and on this 
spirit of compromise tho Kuiser and Chan- 
cellor build their hope of success, 

A mob of '_'()() Social Democrats broke in- 
to a hall near Klbing lust evening and at- 
tacked the Conservatives, who were meet- 
ing there. Tho police were Cilled out and 
cleared tho hall, but tho Socialists refused 
to disperse. Eventually the police charged 
upon the Socialists until tho crowd was dis- 
persed.

VAN H0RNE RETURNS. 

Ilia Observations on Ills Western Trip— Tho 
Immense Possibilities and Attractions 
of the Pacific Province. 

Montreal, Juno 13. — (Special) — Presi- 
dent Van Homo, of the C.P.R., arrived 
here yesterday from his annual inspection 
to tho Pacific Coast. Speaking of tho re- 
Hiilt of his observations, he says ho deplores 
more than ever tho general ignorunco of 
Easterners and their persistent indifference 
to tho possibilities and attractions of the 
Pacific Province, and all the distant West. 
Thousands of American investors, minors 
and prospectors, aro coming into British 
Columbia, principally into tho Kootenay 
region. Many of thoso had told Mr. Van 
Home that, neither Nevada nor Colorado, 
nor any other portion of tho earth of which 
they know, would compure in mineral 
wealth with tho district of Kootenay. It

New York, Juno 12.— Among the pas- 
sengers on tho American lino steamship 
New York, which arrived on Saturday from 
Southampton, was Frederick R. Coudert, 
one of the counsel for the U. S. in the Beh- 
ring Sea arbitration. Mr. Coudert was 
compelled to return home by the preBBure of 
his own affairs. Mr. Coudert said ho 
thought U. S. Counsel Mr. Phelps in clos- 
ing his argument would occupy probably 
two weeks. His argument will necessarily 
deal with every feature of tho case put for- 
ward by the other counsel, and he will re- 
ply to the arguments of the English lawyers. 

"Mr. Carter opened our case in a very 
clear and thorough argument," said Mr. 
Coudert. "The contentions of the two 
countries could not have been presented in 
any clearer manner than they have been by 
the counsel on either sido. I see that since 
1 left Sir Charles Russell lias been speaking 
again upon the so-called regulations. In 
case the high tribunal holds that our claim 
to property rights is not sustained, it bo- 
comes a question as to what rules shall be 
formulated to preserve the seals from do- 
st ruction. There seems to he a misconcep- 
tion as to tho real and principal questions 
in the case. On tho part of 
many it is supposed that the Uni- 
ted States claims the whole of 
Bchring Sea, that is, tho part ceded by 
Russia, as territorial waters, and there has 
been a great deal of discussion as to whether 
or not it was a mare olausum, and well in- 
formed persons have supposed that unleBB 
this claim is sustained the United States 
must fail, Wut it has a much stronger cuse 
than that. 

" Apart and independent of any exclusive 
and peculiar right of jurisdiction to the 
waters of Behring Sea or uny part of it, the 
United States claims that its substantial 
interest in the seals which frequent it justi- 
fies tho repression of their indiscriminate 
and wanton destruction. Every Cana- 
dian poacher who kills a seal with- 
in ono or two hundred miles from 
the PribylofT islands knowB, if ho knows 
anything, that tho seals he is slaughtering 
were born on that part of American terri- 
tory. The U.S. Government, through its 
lessees, is interested in the raising of aoals 
on its territory, and such seals are under its 
control and Bubjoct to its powerful protec- 
tion. This country has claimed and still 
claims that in insisting on its right to repel 
an invasion on its domain by the destruc- 
tion of its property that it is not seeking to 
establish a new precedent. International 
law is a progressive science. Its genua are 
founded in reason aud necessity. Necessity 
is really its parent, and where reason ap- 
plies rules moat follow." 

The counsel for tho United States, Mr. 
Coudert explained, wore being governed 
in i ho presentation of their arguments 
by these salient features. No one, ho 
said, could suy what the result of the arbi- 
tration would be. He bus seen or heard 
nothing while in attendance at tho ses- 
sions that had led him to change the 
views he held beforo sailing from New- 
Fork. One very impertinent question he 
had heard answered was what would Great 
Britain do should a fleet of dredgers go from 
thia country to poach upon the Irish oyater 
beds that are beyond the three-mile limit 
Local laws now prevent the English fisher 
men from disturbing them, and ho hud 
naked, without being answered, whether 
England would fail to prevent the encroach- 
ment of other nationalities to whom her 
local laws did not apply.

The Tota^Amonnt of drain for the Province

Ho 
was asked concerning Warren Hill, the 
Fresno county constable. " Warren Hill, 
ha I ha ! h-' I," laughed Chris, as ho almost 
sat up straight. " He was a dandy otiicer. 
Ho jumped off his horso and scooted into 
the brush when we begun shooting. That's 
how his horso got away from him. Will 
Smith was not much better. He turned his 
horse and spurred away so hard that he was 
thrown off, but McGinnis was a desperately ' 
brave man and fought likoa Boldier. I was I 
sorry that he was killed." Chris also told 
about their own wounds in the battle. Ho 
received a slight flesh wound, whilo Sontug 
got a shot in the arm. 

A Stockton Mail correspondent inter- 
viewed Chris Evans in the upper corridor of 
the Viaalia jail at 11 o'clock this morning. 
It was difficult to obtain accesB to the noted 
bandit, as there were many newspaper men 
to be served, and the condition of the 
patient is such that he needs rest. Crowds 
of people anxious for admittance stand at 
the door and the foot of the stairway anxi- 
ously inquiring concerning the condition of 
the wounded men, and pleading to be 
ullowed to take a look at tho noted shooters. 
Across tho hall from where Chris lies is the 
room occupied by John Sontag, his partner 
in all their dangerous cucountera with tho 
ollicers during tho last ten months. Mrs. 
Evans and her daughter Eva are in attend- 
ance upon the wounded man. Their care- 
worn, grief -stricken faces aro enough to 
bring sympathy from tho most hardened. 
The doctors and nurses uro doing all they 
can to alleviato tho pain of tho sulfercrs. 

Evana talked frceiy to tho reporter, 
answering all his questions in a frank man- 
ner. He is a man of moro than ordinary 
intelligence, is a fluent talker and a gentle- 
manly appearing man. Whatever may bo 
said of him, it, is imposaiblo to talk with 
him without having one's opinions modified 
his favor. His right eye is greatly 
swollen by a bullet wound, which has pro- 
bably destroyed tho sight. His left arm, 
which is broken, lies motionless at his side. 
The bullet litis plowed across his back from 
Bide to Bide between- tho shoulders 
and beneath the skin. He does not 
appear to he suffering much and talks in a 
firm voice. In the interview ho said : " I 
was born in Bennington, Vormont, but my 
family removed to Ottawa, Canada, where 
I was reared aud whore my people still live. 
I am -10 years old. The railway company 
has never oppressed mo in any way. I 
worked lor them for years, overseeing a 
crew of Chinamen in railway construction, 
and they paid me 875 per month. My work 
was in the Alameda hills, and we weio tun- 
neling and hauling heavy stones. The first 
light at my houso, lust August, camo about 
in this way : I saw Smythe coming in at 
my front door and ho took out his revolver 
before ho went in. Ho went in and in- 
sulted my daughter. I thought ho wub 
going to play a bulldose game whon I came 
in ; ho acted very impertinently. 1 never 
had any trouble with him before. I knew 
him by reputation at Modesto before ; his 
reputation among tho people at that place 
was very had, tho peoplo thought, hirr a 
tricky rascal. I did not know Whitty. 
After tho fight wo drove to tho foothills and 
came back that night. It was our in- 
tention to go to the foothills and 
send tho team back, aa we would have no Carpenter tools at Cheapside, 



London, June 13. — The House of Com- 
mons to-day passed the third clause of sec- 
tion 1 of tho Irish Home Rule bill. The 
debate on this clause commenced on May 
30 and has continued ever since. The meth- 
ods of the members of the Opposition, who 
offered amendment after amendment to the 
cluuse, excited tho ire of the Irish members 
and they wero loud in their demands that 
tho Government put an end to the tactics 
of the Conservatives and Liberal- Unionists, 
who, they declared, were offering amend- 
ments with little, if any, idea of adopting 
them, but simply for tho purpose 
of deloyng the bill. Amendments 
hich Mr. Gludstono thought would 
not affect the general purpose 
of tho bill were accepted by the 
Government, rruch to tho disgust of tho 
Irish meniberB, and it may also bo said to a 
number of tho Liberuls. Finally the clause 
bus been adopted, nnd the House will next 
proceed to diacuss clause 4, which deals 
villi the powers of the proposed Irish Legis- 
lature to deal with certain religious matters, 
the rights of lifo and property, and corpor- 
ate and fishing rights. The clause just 
accepted by the Houso treats of matters in 
reBpect of which the proposed IriBh Legisla- 
ture ahull have no power to make laws. 
When the result of the vote on the passage 
of the clauao was announced the Irish mem- 
bers cheered loudly. 

In responso to inquiries on the subject 
made of the Government, Sir Edward 
Ctey, Parliamentary Secretary of the 
Foreign Office, stated that the seal fishery 
agreement entered into between Great 
Btituin and Russia had been assented to by 
tho Government of Canada. 

Rt. Hon. Hen-y Chaplin, president of the 
Board of Agriculturo in the late Salisbury 
Government, asked what truth there was in 
the report that tho Herachcl commission 
appointed so consider and report upon tho 
monetary troubles of India had recom- 
n ended that the coinage of silver for 
p ivate account in India be stopped. He 
said he desired information ua to whethor 
the Government knew that the uncoinot! 
silver possessed by the natives of India waB 
vr.lued at £130,000,000 sterling. Would 
not the stoppage of coining on private ac- 
count, he asked, so reduce the value of tho 
metal bs to causo ruin. 

Right Hon. Arthur W. Peel, Speakor of 
tho House, hero interrupted Mr. Chaplin 
and direcded him to givo notice of his ques- 
tion. 1 

Sir William Vernon Hurcourt, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, stated that he would de- 
cline to givo any information aa to tho re- 
commendations of the commission until tho 
report submitted to tho House had been 
issued. 

Mr Chaplin then gave notice that ho 
would question tho Government aa to the 
effects that would follow the stoppage of the 
free coinago of silver in Iudia. 

After giving notice of the interpellation 
of tho Government ub to the silver question, 
Mr Chaplin rotired to the lobby, where ho 
explained to a correspondent hia views of 
.ho effect which the report of the Herschel 
committee would have in India, should 
the people of India grasp the full 
significance of the recommendation to atop 
coining silver for private account. Ho said 
a rebellion might immediately follow, as 
the natives had been exasperated greatly 
already by the apparent indifference of the 
Home Government to the gravity of the 
IaIZ " 1 ftm told ." Mr. Chaplin 

added, " that tho Herschel committee pro- 
poses to empower tho Indian Government 
during tho suspension of the silver coinage 
for private account to sell rupees to those 
wanting them, at the rate of one shilling 
and fourpence," b

Dr. K. E, Sproulo, B.A., returned a few 
days ago after having epont several weeks 
in the Kootenay country. A Colonist re- 
porter requested from the Doctor, who has 
had considerable experience in mining 
affairs, an account of tho impressions ho 
had formed of that wonderful region. 

" I first visited the Slocan district," ho 
said, "but could not get any satisfactory 
view of tho mines, as it was too early in the 
season and tho snow still covered tho 
ground. Later I wont into tho Lardeni or 
Trout Lake district, and there was moro 
fortunate, having an opportunity of making 
a thorough examination. While I beliovc 
tho Slocan country to be as rich in mineral 
as has been claimed for it, in my opinion the 
Trout Lake district, which is due north of 
Slocan, is somewhat bettor, because 
tho ores there curry a much 
larger percentage of gold. On Five- 
Mile creek and tho tributaries of Trout 
lake, men euro a precarious livelihood wash- 
lag for gold, which proves that there must 
bo gold bearing quartz on the higher levels, 
the source of the float gold in the river 
banks and beds. In most new mining 
oamps one cannot gut a very definite opin- 
ion from the surface showings, which are 
generally out-croppings, to be traced in one 
plneo and then lost for some hundred feet. 
In tho Kootenay couutry it is different. 
Nature has demonstrated the fact that 
many of the claims are already mines. The 
veins are mostly contacts, the contact rock 
being in the great majority of instances 
lime and porphyry. Tne ledges nearly all 
run in the same direction — south-east 
and north-west, and they can bo 
traced in some instances many miles 
along the mountain Bides, 
are cut up by deep ravines and \ 
and even at the bottom of tin 
show up just as

levels. This proves that they go down, and 
aro not merely surface blow-outs. It is a 
remarkable fact that 1 did not meet a single 
practical miner who spoke otherwise than 
favorably of tho country, and miners are 
proverbially the most skeptical men on 
earth. 

"While in the Trout Lake country 1 took 
a fow specimens of tho rock, which I shall 
be glad to show you, and I have in my 
pocket the returns for some assays. They, 
as you see, average $liL'ti per ton for live 
samples, which is a remarkably rich show- 
ing. 

"An incident which came under my ob- 
servation showed tho peculiar value which 
some of the mines in the Lardeau have in 
connection with the development of those 
to the south of the boundary. This was 
the bonding of the Waguer and the Lexing- 
ton claims by American syndicates, whoso 
purposo wus to make use of the galena ores 
found there as a flux, when smelting the re- 
bellious ores of the Monte Cristu and other 
districts across the line. The fact that our 
mines form this indispensable complement 
to those to the south, will servo to further 
interest United States capital in them. 

" One featuro which struck me forcibly 
was that the class of men who are going in 
are about the best I ever saw in a new coun- 
try, being generally men with some capital, 
untiring energy and intelligence, who can- 
not fail to get from tho territory the most 
thero is in it, in the shortest possible time. 
But there is another class who are g'dng in 
who would be very much belter at home, 
being those without auy definite aim, and 
only in search of an indefinite something to 
turn up to give them employment. There 
are already too many laborers, too many 
mechanics and too many clerks. These men 
are not required in the present state of 
development of the country, and their 
presence, idly congregated as they are to he 
found in the new towns, dots not make a 
favorable impression. There are, however, 
plenty of farms yet to be taken up, which 
might vory profitably be worked, now that 
the presence of the miners assures a regular 
market, and could farming operations be 
started they would give employment to the 
surplus labor now in the country. 

"In considering the future development of 
the Kootenay, both as to its mines and 
cities, one fact must always be borne in 
mind, which is, that the supply point for 
nearly everything should be Canada and 
not tho United States, because there is an 
averuge duty of from 30 to 35 per cent, on 
goods imported, which is practically pro- 
hibitive. 

" Tho best time to make a trip to that 
country, if ono wishes not merely to pass 
through it, but to combine comfort, pleas- 
ure and proGt with the experience, is in 
August or September. In the early part of 
tho summer there is too much snow, and 
then when the snow melts tho water is too 
high. The Lardeau is a very new hut very 
interesting country, and I found myself well 
repaid for the thorough examination I mado 
of it. While tho Slocan country has been 
prospected for three or four years, lust year 
was practically the first in which any atten- 
tion was paid to the Trout Lake district, and 
then there were only between twenty and 
thirty prospectors. Tho reports these 
mado, however, havo attracted such generul 
utlontion that capital has become keenly in- 
terested, and besides those actively work- 
ing, there ure some shrewd Americana who 
do not publish the fact that they are in tho 
couutry other than for their health or foi 
ths pleasures of hunting and fishing, but 
who are really on the lookout to have the 
first chance of investment in any promising 
discovery. 

" One fact which seems to be lost sight of 
by those, even British Columbians, who talk 
of tho Kootenay country, is that it ia not 
by any means only a country of one pos- 
sible industry — und that mining. As I 
said before, there is no scarcity of farming 
land open to pre-emption ; and the wealth 
in timber is simply enormous. The pos- 
sibilities of development in this line aro 
illimitable. The finest cedar in tho l'ro- 
vinco grows thero in exhaustless quantities, 
and there are all varieties of pine, fir aud 
spruce, equal to the best found anywhere in 
tho Province. Tho market for this timber 
is to bo found in the prairies of tho North- 
west Territories, which are close enough at 
hand to make operations very profitable."

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EXCITING FIRE. 



Flames Break Out In a New York 
"Sweater" Shop- Several 
Lives Lost. 



Numbers of People Ioj urea— Terrific 
Leaps for Life— Almost All 
Foreigners. 

Mew YORK, June 13 — A uix-story build- 
ing, tilled with " sweater " shops, at 10 and 
l~ Montgomery street, caught Sro at 8:30 
this morning; and in the mad rush to the 
street of the 250 persons working there at 
the time, threo were killed and several 
injured. Firemen aro now searching the 
different floors of the burned building. It 
is probable that the search will result in 
adding to tho death list The men and 
women who worked in tho " sweating " 
shops are all Rinsinu- Hebrews, and under 
such circumstances very excitable and un- 
controllable. This morning they lost their 
senses completely and acted like wild 
demons. At tho first alarm they rushed to 
the tiro ladders in front of the building, 
their only way of escape, the interior of tho 
building belli" llllt'll with flame anil smoke. 
In a minute tho fire escapes were crowded, 
and a terrible panic ensued'. -Men fou«lit I 
with each other in tho endeavor to get a I 
place of safety, and tho women, who op- I 
peared more composed than their male com- I 
panions, were brutally brushed aside by the [ 
strong hands ot the maddenid men, wh<\ 
kept tin i\ le [ t fl ( j|,t ( r escape like derrvons, 
even knocking down weak little children 
who chanced "to bo in their w iiy . 

Before the firemen arrived tho whole front 
of tho building Was alive with men and 
women, flaroa anil smoke issuing from every 
window, the women shrieking wildly while 
poople below in the street shouted to them 
not to jump. When one would make an 
attempt to go down the fire escape or 
through a manhole a dozen would pull him 
back. Tho ladder had not beon lowered 
from tho first floor to the ground from tho 
fire escape, and hero there was a blockade. 
Some girls had lowered themselves through 
a manhole by tho hands and dropped to the 
street without injury. After a while the 
unfortunates began to pour through the 
manhole, one on top of tho other. They 
fell upon each other as they alighted upon 
tho ground, and were at times piled threo 
and four deep. 

From the first floor many inmatc3 jumped 
to the pavement. The first to jump was a 
largo woman. She alighted on the iron rail- 
ing in front of the building, and rolled over 
dead. A man jumped further into the street, 
hishead striking the pavement, Hisskullwas 
fractured and he never moved, death being 
apparently instantaneous. A second man 
followed him an instant later. He, too, 
struck on his head, but did not die imme- 
diately. A young girl was tho next to leap, 
and she fell upon her side, receiving severe 
injuries. Soon people were jumping from 
all sides, and it looked at one time as if the 
loss of life would bo appalling. Finally a 
hook and ladder was swung around the cor- 
ner, and in a few seconds the laildors were 
placed against the building and tho half, 
crazed people taken down from their peril- 
ous position. Before tho firemen could 
reach her, ono woman was' caught on the 
fire etcipo by a burst of flame and her cloth- 
ing took tire. The firemen rushed to her 
assistance, but before they could reach her, 
the clothing was completely of)' her bo.ly, 
and she was severely burned. (lussie Aug- 
ustovis-ky, aged 120, fell from the second lloor 
and had her leg and nose broken. Samut-l 
Groquen, 50, jumped from the first lloor and 
fell on his head. He was badly injured. 

The news of the fire spread throughout 
the neighborhood rapidly and the streets 
for blocks around were crowded with wildly 
excited men and women, relatives and 
friends of thoso employed there, who hud 
hurried to tho scene, and were almost 
cruzed with excitement until they learned 
the fate of their friends. Again and again, 
shrieking and crying, men and women 
pushed their way past the police and would 
have rushed into the burning building if lliey 
had not been held back. Those who escaped 
uninjured were so badly frightened that 
they could give no intelligible account of 
what happened inside the building after the 
firo was discovered. One man who escaped 
with a few injuries was so frightened that 
he could not talk. The bodies of the per- 
sons killed were curried to Madison street 
police station and laid in a back room for 
identification. As soon as it was known 
that the bodies had been taken to the 
station o great crowd hurried there und 
struggled to get inside. Four ambulances 
were summoned and removed tho injured 
to hospitals, whero their wounds were at- 
tended to. 



IRISH MATTERS. 

Conference of Irish Members— The Paris Fond 
Unionist Meeting. 

London - , June 13.— The conference of 
Irish members ot . Parliament was resumed 
yesterday. Tho principal matter under dis- 
cussion was the retirement from Parliament 
of Thomas Sexton. After oonsiderublo dis- 
cussion the conference decided to rescind 
tho resolution calling for Sexton's resigna 
lion as director of tho Freeman's Journal, 
and as a consequence Sexton will withdraw 
his resignation as a member of Parliament. 

The negotiations carried on botween Jus 
McCarthy and John Redmond, tho Parnel 
lito leader, looking to the releaso ot tho 
Irish fund now helel by Banker Muuro, of 
Paris, proved fruitless, and there will bo no 
further correspondence on tho subject be 
twecn the rival leaders. It is now consid- 
ered that an action in tho English and 
French courts to decide tho ownership of 
the money held in Paris is inevitable. 

The first of a Merie3 of meetings designed 
by the Unionists' house to bo held all over 
London against Homo Rule took place in 
tho Royal Surrey theatre last evening. The 
Marquis of Salisbury was tho most notable 
speaker.

Opening «t Chicago of Forty-first Interna- 
tional Convention. 

— Madison hall was 
crowded to-day with delegates from all 
partB of the United States and Canada to 
the -list convention .of the International 
Typographical union. Fully 300 ac- 
credited representatives of the crafts 
associated with the printing press wore pre- 
sent at 9:30 o'clock, when W, P. Frescott, 
of Indianapolis, president of tho organv.i- 
tion, called the assembly to order. After 
prayer by Rev. Floyd \Y. Jenkins, Mayor 
Harrison welcomed the Unioa to Chicago in 
a characteristic address and tendered them 
tho freedom of the city.

Toronto, Juno 13.— (Special)— Tho Em- 
pire's Quebec dispatch says : After the 
Bteamer Labrador passed ( i rosso Isle a pas- 
senger on board got sick and developed 
symptoms of cholera.

ANTWERP, Juno 13. — Great excitement 
was occasioned throughout tho city yester- 
day by an explosion, which occurred in 
front of the residence of tho public prose- 
cutor. The force of the explosion was 
great, and other houses in tho vicinity wcro 
smashed, but no one was injured. 

MADRID, June 13. — A largo potard was 
exploded last night on the Piazt Oriental, 
which is directly in front of the left wing 
of tho palace.

Contentions of Sir Richard Webster 
As To (be Decrease 
in Seals. 

PARIS, June l.'i. — At to-day's Behring 
Sea tribunal of arbitration, Sir Charles Rus- 
sell, of the British counsel, said that the 
United States proposed regulations of fish- 
eries that would leave British interests in 
worso condition than they were under the 
Russian ukaao in 1821, lu regard to tho 
soaling industry. Sir Charles contended 
that facts concerning seal life show that if 
the enforcement of regulation outside the 
three-mile limit was necessary to preserve 
the species, 'HO miles would be sufficient for 
tho purpose A 20 mile zone woukl em- 
brace all seals that frequent PribylotV 
Islands during the breeding season. Both 
British and Americans, ho said, admitted 
that male seals did not eat during the breed- 
ing season, and Sir Charles contended that 
males were not alone peculiar in this respect, 
but female seals also went without food dur- 
ing the time of breeding, hence Sir Charles 
claimed pelagic sealers aid not find female 
seals. Ho closed his remarks by sub- 
mitting to the tribunal a propo- 
sition that vessels engaged in pelagic 
sealing be not permitted to leave their ports 
before May 1, and that a close season bo 
leclared in Behring Sea until July 1 of each 
year. 

Sir Richard Webster followed Sir Charles 
Russell in behalf of Great Britain. He 
argued that the treaty of arbitration en- 
tered into by Great Britain and the United 
States gave the arbitrators no power to 
make regulations that would be of effect 
outside of Behring Sea. He admitted that 
it would be desirable to prevent tho killing 
of gravid seals or seals nursing their young, 
but he declind to attribute the decrease in 
tho number of the herds to the action of 
pelagic hunters. Sir Richard then started 
to read the correspondence with Russia 
bearing upon the establishment of a modus 
vivendi in connection with the seal fisheries. 

Messrs. E. J. Phelps and J. C. Carter, 
counsel for the United States, protested 
against reading this correspondence, on the 
ground that the proceeding was irregular 
and amounted to the introduction of now 
evidence. In the course of his protest Mr. 
Phelps offered to piovo from the same docu- 
ments that, Russia had not disclaimed her 
right to the seizure of vessels outside the 
limits of Behring Sea.

Tho Reports of tho Experimental Farms 
«f the Dominion contain a great deal of 
information of tho utmost value to the 
farmers und gardeners of Canada. These 
Farms, under tho management of skilled 
agriculturists, are in different parts of the 
Dominion, from Nova Scotia to British 
Columbia. On each of them experiments 
are made in order to find out what kiud of 
grain, grasses, roots, fruits and vegotubles 
aro best suited to tho climato and soil of the 
different provinces, and what breeds of 
horses, cattle, sheep, hogs and poultry it will 
pay beat to raiso. These experiments can 
bo made under more favorable circumstances, 
oaii Uke a wider range, and can be contiu 
ued longer by the managers of the Farms 
than thoy can by farmers whose circum- 
stances are too often such that they cannot 
make the experiments which they think 
ought to be made. And when they 
do make discoveries which are val- 
uable there is no means of making 
them widely known, so that others may 
reap the benefit of thorn immediately. Re 
aides, there are very few fanners in the 
Dominion who are regarded as authorities 
in agriculture outside their own immediate 
neighborhoods. 

Tho Experimental Farms being estab- 
lished for the public good, and having 
facilities both for cultivation and dissemin- 
ating information that no private farmer or 
gardener possesses, the discoveries bheir man- 
agers make, and the experience which they 
gain, cau be disseminated from one end of 
tho Dominion to the other in a very short 
timo. For instance, experiments are being 
made on the British Columbia Experi- 
mental Farm in rearing different varieties 
of nut-bearing trees. Mr. Sharpe, the 
manager, is trying to find out whether Eng- 
lish and Japanese walnuts, bard and Boft 
shelled almonds, Spanish, Japanese and 
American chestnuts, Kentish filberts, with 
pecan and hickory nuta, can be 
raised in this Province. He will be able be- 
foro very long to let British Columbians 
know whethor any or all kinds of these nut- 
bearing trees can be cultivated in this Pro- 



grain, fodder crops and roota aro under test 
at tho Experimental Form at Agassiz. 

There wero sown on that farm last yoar, 
spring and fall wheat, and several varieties of 
barley and oats. Every particular which 
the farmer wants to know, relative 
to the timo of sowing, tho quantity of Beed 
per acre, growth, weight of grain, and 
yield per acre, aro given in tho report. It 
is tho same with peae, both field und garden, 
turnips, mangolds, carrntB, beots and pota- 
toes. Twenty-two varieties of potatoes 
woro tested, und tho results in each test 
given. Twelve varieties of currots and 
twelvo varieties of mangolds wero culti- 
vated. Quite a large apace in tho report is 
givon to tho record of tho cultivation of 
atrawberries, there being as many as thirty- 
seven varieties tested. Mr. Sharpe, in giv- 
U'g results, does not mince matters. For 
instance, speaking of ono variety, his noto 
is : " Berry, very small, are poor— not 
worth keeping," of another : " Berry, 
small and poor — not desirable." Of Bomo 
varieties lie speaks very highly. Hero is 
his note on tho Bubach : " Berry, larco to 
very large, and borne on very largo sterna 
well up from tho ground — good for homo 
use, or for shipping ; plants vigorous and 
prolific; carriis eizo of berries to end of 
seuson ; fruit ripe Juno 10." 

This specimen will show the intelligent 
reader how very vuluablo to this community 
the Experimental Farm at Agassiz can be 
made. It is to be hoped that the agricultur- 
ists and horticulturists of tho Province will 
derive from it all the benefit it is oupublo 
of conferring.

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President Cleveland is getting roundly 
abused for not putting tho Geary Act into 
operation. Tin reply ia that the law under 
the present circumstances is not workable. 
There is no money to carry out its pro- 
visions, neither without more legislation can 
an official be appointed to enforce the decree 
of banishment against ihose Chinese who 
neglect or refuse to register. In fact, it is 
suspected that tho law was enacted to gain 
votes and not to bo enforced. This seems 
to us a very violent assumption, but it is 
certain that the law is exceedingly unpopu- 
lar among the best classes of United States 
citizens. It is denounced by the newspapers 
which represent their views und feelings, in 
exceedingly strong terms. This is how 
Harper's Weekly, in its issue of the 3rd 
inst., speaks of it : 

If the Congress of the United Stutes had 
taxed its whole ingenuity to devise an act 
of legislation for the very purpose of i xpos- 
ing the American peoplu to the contempt 
and ridicule of all civilized mankind, it cou'd 
h irdly have succeeded better than by the I 
enactment of the law providing that all tl e 
Chinese living in this country should hive 
themselves registered with certain govern- 
ment officials, and that those who failed to 
do so by a certain day should first be put I 
into prison and then shipped buck to Chins, 
Thia act presents u moat ttriking cotnbina- I 
tion of depravity of heart and of feeble- 
ness of mind. Nothing can be more brutal 
in purpose, and it is at the Ba me time to J 
foolishly planned us to be incapable of prac- 1 
tioal execution. The idea of imprisnnii g 
and forcibly deporting a hundred tbousatd 
Chinese for no other crime than tba' of 
simply being Chinese is inhuman and barbar- 
ous enouyh to drive the blush of shame upi n 
the cheek of every American who has tie 
i»onii name of hia country at heart. And to 
enact such a law without considering what 
it mf»ns to imprison and to carry across the

Rule bill comes to bo considered by thorn. 
A very lurgo majority of them are op- 
posed to tho Homo Rule policy, and 
the members of that majority have a very 
poor opinion of tho Home Rule bill. When 
they find that tho measure ia almost as un- 
popular in tho country as it ia in tho House 
of Lords, and that if they reject it, the 
country will uphold their act, thoy will 
have no hesitation In giving the nation a 
chanco to pronounce upon it. If Mr. Glad 
stone'B bill had recommended itself to tho 
English electors, tho LordB would very 
probably have hesitated before they throw 
it out, for they are in these duys not at all 
desirous of opposing what they know to be 
the will of the people. It is more than 
probable then that if Mr. Gladstone sue 
ceeda in engineering tho bill through tho 
House of Commons, it will, almost as soon 
us it goes to tho House of Lords, be rejected- 
An appeal to tho people at the polls will 
then, in all probability, take place. The 
people will have tho measure before them, 
and they will know what they are voting 
upon. It will be no longer possible to do- 
ludo them by glittering generalities or to 
deceive them by fine promises. The vote 
will bo on the bill, tho whole Dill and 
nothing but tho bill. Tho question now to 
be considered is, will a majority of tho 
elec'ors of the Three Kingdoms vote to 
make the Home Rule bill, now under con- 
sideration in the House of Commons, the 
law of the land '; The opinion ia general 
that they will not.

They can be all 
much moro readily made at tho public ex- 
pense, by men who understand tho business, 
and tho cultivators of tho soil can get tho 
advantago of them without tho expenditure 
of a single cent. 

We find from tho report before ua that 
thoro aro now growing and under teat on 
the British Columbia Experimental Farm 
H87 varieties of fruit, uti!) of which, are dif- 
ferent sorts of large fruits and ,"118 of small 
fruits. " To bring together this collection," 
says tho Director, " which is prohubly the 
largest on tho continent, the nurseries of 
many countries liavo been laid under tri- 
bute, and whether received from tho North 
or tho South, the trees seem to grow equal- 
to well and with such rapidity us to aston-

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 

A Mother Kills Her Daughter anil Then 
Poisons Herself with Strychnine. 

Seattle, June 13.— A special from Spo- 
kane auya : " Mra. James Kirkendale, a 
handsome young German woman, wife of an 
industrious young former, and her little 
daughter ure victims of a trugeily at Para- 
dise Prairies. Mr. Kirkendale left homo 
about two o'clock yesterday afternoon to 
attend a school board meeting, On his re- 
turn, about li ve o'clock, he found hia boy, 
about six years old, alone in the house sob- 
bing with fright. "Mamma has fallen 
down and hurt herself " was tho only 
explanation the little fellow could give. 
About a quarter of a mile from the house he 
found his wife with her head resting upon 
her hands. She was dead. Near her lay 
her four year-old daughter uncomcious und 
in spasms. S.-iztng the child, Mr. 
Kirkendale rushed back to the 
house to try to revive her, 
but in a few minutes she was dead too. Mr. 
Kirkendal discovered the cause of the dis 
aster on the kitchen table, where there was a 
glass containing u few drops of bitter liquid, 
near it waa a bottle of stychnine. No 
note of explanation was left by Mrs. Kirken- 
dal I aud no reason can bo assigned for tho 
act. 



For tho second time iu twelve yearB, M. 
EdouardRemenyi.tbe great violin virtuoso, 
appeared before a Victoria audienco last 
evening to charm, delight aud instruct. On 
this occasion ho was accompanied by Mile. 
Sage, as pianiBt and accompanist, Miss 
Methot (soprano) and Mr. MarBhbank (bar i- 
tone), presenting with their aid a pro- 
gramme which, in musical excellence, was 
tho equal of any that has ever been listened 
to within the walls of The Victoria. 

Tho first number was a duet by MisB 
Methot and Mr. Marshbank, "Calm us the 
Night," which was exceptionally well rend- 
ered, the euaomble being remarkably line, 
notably in the abandon with which the 
singers took their tempos, and also in the 
shading with the creseendos and diminuen- 
dos, showing that they are perfectly en rap- 
port with each other— something only ac- 
quired by constant appearance together. 

While Miss Methot's voice cannot be 
classed us powerful, it is very sweet, clear, 
true und well trained— pleasant to listen to 
Mr. Marshbank's baritone is full, rich and 
melodious. Unfortunately the duet was not 
encored, nor was Mr. Marshbank's solo, the 
Toreador Song from Carmen, which fol- 
lowed, the audience, no doubt, waiting for 
a glimpse of the great virtuoso himself. 

In appear nice Remcnyi ia decidedly ec- 
centric ; he lives for hia art, and for his art 
alone. At the first Btroke of his bow last 
evening all thoughts of the individual 
were lost in enjoyment of the ex- 
quisite ideality of his music. M. Remenyi 
has not iu tho many years he has held high- 
est rank aa u virtueo loat any of the syn pa- 
thetic expression by which his fame bus 
been won. Ho was first heard 
in un exceedingly difficult composi- 
tion by Henri Ernst— a fantasia on 
the romance aud inarch from Othello. His 
rendering of this was, like all virtuosos', 
decidedly original. First among tho char- 
acteristics of his playing ia its expression — 
Remenyi plays from tho heart to the heart 
— and it is impossible to imagino u finer 
pianissimo. Hia double stopping ia another 
of his fortes, in fact hia scales of thirds and 
sixths, recognized by all violinists aa ex- 
tremely difficult, seemed mere pastime with 
him ; while the manner and rapidity in 
which hia octaves and harmonioi were 
taken evidenced perfect mastery of Iub in- 
strument. 

Remenyi's expression appears to be de- 
rived from hia perfect bowing, which seems 
to make his notes as soft aa the music of a 
slimmer bree/.e; anothor feature of his 
bowing being hia beautiful and clear 
staccatos in tho finale movement. Still 
another feature of M Remenyi's playing — 
despite hia years und apparent preference 
for classics, he gives u dash und vim unsur- 
passable to thoso parts which call for 
romantic or passionate expression. 

After a nenuino ovation on the conclusit n 
of his introductory solo, M. Remenyi ap- 
peared again with his own arrangement of 
Schubert's Serenade, which has U-en heard 
hero with several of tho great violinists of 
tho duy, hut never before as played by 
Remenyi. As a rule the Serenade is simply 
a sweet melody; last, night it waa a work of 
magnitude and grandeur. Later in the 
programme the great artist played 
tho Choral Nocturne, (by himself), u 
master effort, giving fullest opportunity for 
the display of hia peculiar method. The 
Xapateado was not Sarasate's ua played, 
but Remenyi's, being entirely another com- 
position in his hands. In fact, ouch and 
every composition waa ultered and inter- 
preted according to his feeling and fu cy, 
making every solo a distinct composition. 
The loft hand P z/.icito in both numbers waa 
exceptionally fine, und in place of Paganini's 
caprices, well known aira with variations 
were substituted. 

Mile. Sago, piano soloist, first appeared in 
a transcription of Schubert's song, " L", 
Hear the Lark," by Lie/.'-. She is a beauti- 
ful player, fortunate in the possession of a 
perfect touch and admirable technique J if 
her playing lacks any element it is, what 
Benieny i's is most remarkable for, sy rn pathy. 

Completing the programme were a solo 
by Miss Methot, selection, "Ave Maria" 
(Gounod), for soprano, baritone, violin and 
piano ; and duet, Reinecke'a " May Song " 
Miss Methot and Mr. Marshbank. Time 
and space forbid particular mention of their 
several points of beauty. Tho piano used 
in tho concert was the celebrated Decker 
Bros., from the establishment of M. W. 
Waitt .V Co. 

The concert by the Philo family at Insti- 
tute hall, last evening, under the distin- 
guish' d patronage of His Honor the Lieut.- 
Governor and Mra. Dewdney, was fori u unto 
in every respect except one — that it fell on 
the same evening as another music li event, 
and consequently there were not quite so 
many people present as might have been 
desired Those, however, who did attend 
were delighted. Tho renditions were excel- 
lent, and Mr. Joseph Philo, the talented 
violinist for whose benefit the concert wus 
given, acquitted himself most creditably, 
especially when he played the " Prayer of 
Moses" on the "G" siring only. Many 
would hardly think it is poasible to bring out 
eleven positions on one string, and to play 
eight i ariat iona at the same timo to per- 
fec ion. MiBS Lout.o Phi'o's " Cavatina " 
was a treat, as also was tho duet by Prof. 
S and Miss Louise Pnilo. Mrs. E ,J. 
O'Sullivan'a pianoforte selections were much 
admit od indeed, showing to advantage her 
excellent taste and training. Mr Pauline 
acted acceptably us accompanist of the 
vocalists, Mrs. O'Sullivan tilling this dilfi ult 
part for Mr. Philo. A concert with about 
the same programme ia to be given on Tues- 
day evening at Namiimo, and will doubt- 
less be well received by a crowded houao.

Corea and Japan Will Not Fight 
Having Settled Their Diili- 
culties Satisfactorily. 



Another Disastrous Earthquake- 
Chinese Retaliation Against 
the United States. 



Corea and Japan are not going to war 
after all. So says an extra of the Japan 
Mail, issued the day before the C.P.R. 
steamship Empress of Jupan left Yoko- 
hama. The negotiations which wore in 
progress in reference to the indemnity 
matter, after many breaks and hitches, 
dually resulted in a satisfactory under- 
standing, and the two Oriental countries 
arc now on more friendly terms than ever. 

The original trouble arose out of treaty 
rights which allowed Japaueso grown 
cereals to be exported to Corea. Lhvinc to 
some misrepresentations, the Corean gov 
eminent prohibited further importations, 
but afterwards receded from this position, 
and the Japaneso government claimed dam 
ages. The total amount lirst demanded 
was $217,511. Aceordiug to the telegram 
referred to, the amount agreed upon, how- 
ever, is §50,34u leas than the original claim 
This is a total concession of very considerable 
proportions, but at present no particulars 
are published giving the reasons tor this re- 
duotion. The Government have stated 
that the results of the negotiations will be 
notified to those in whoso interests the in- 
demnity is claimed when the documents 
have been exchanged and the final arrange- 
ments made. 

Once in. ire eartl ijuake and eruption have 
wrought havoc in the interior jof Japan. 
Intelligence to hand shows that the scene of 
the disturbance was Mount Higashiuzuma, 
inFukushinia Ken, ami that it was of a most 
terrilie nature. Twenty minutes to V> 
noon, appears to have been the hour of the 
upheaval, the mountain being rent with a 
fearful noise and a large number of lives 
lost. A telegram from the Police Inspeotor- 
in-Chief in Fukuahima Ken reports that the 
range affected is that connecting mounts 
Issaikyozan and Kofuji in Shinobu gun, 
The sfto of the eruption was on an elevation 
a few leagues south of the old crater be- 
tween IesaiUyo and Kofuji. Viewed from 
Issaikyo ono large crater and several small 
ones were visible, and noises as of loud 
thunder were continually being emitted, 
along with dense black sulphurous fumes 
which obscured the sky. Luva and lumps 
of earth were showered on the neighbouring 
districts and the sceue was an awful one 
and seemed to portend other serious erup- 
tions. The hills and valleyH near the vol- 
cano were almost completely covered with 
lava and ashes. To the southeast of the 
eruption geysers had spurted forth, and the 
snow being melted by the heat had formed 
muddy streams. An inspection of the 
craters was rendered futile by .he showers 
of ushcs, and they could not be approached 
within SO feet. Viewed from this distance 
the scene was entirely different from that 
seen from the Issaikyo side. There could 
now be seen two large craters and Eevcn or 
eight smaller ones, one of the former being 
round in shape and of an area of about 300 
square feet, while the other was about 600 
feet in width. A minute inspection was 
impossible on account of the showers of 
ashes, but the two craters were believed to 
be separated only by some rocks. How 
many lives were lost could not be atrsr- 
tained. The scene of the first eruption was 
the scene of a similar catastrophe about 
fifty years ago. An enormous landahip 300 
ken by 200 keu in extent resulted, but ac- 
curate details of the damage could not be 
ascertained on account of the dense and 
poisonous fumes emitted. 

The Japanese government lias begun suit 
against the P. & O S. S. Co. for §850,000 
for the loss of the Japanese man-of-war 
Chishima, caused by collision with the mail 
steamer Ravenna. 

The Japanese government has just bad 
completed a new man of-war, the Yoshino, 
5'2S feet long, 5(1 feet beam, 4,267 tons dis- 
placement, and 1 5, OtiS horse power. She is 
built to carry a crew of 388 men. 

VS hen the Empress of Japan arrived at 
Yokohama from Hongkong two cases of 
8mullpox were discovered, the patients be- 
ing Chief Engineer Robinson and a Chinese, 
both cases were serious. The Japan was 
thoroughly fumigated bpfore leaving — so 
says the Japan Gazette. 

The expedition headed by Lieut. Gunji 
sent to the Kurile islands to investigate seal 
life, seems to have had a most unhappy 
fate. The first news received was that two 
of the boats bud Icon lost with eighteen 
men and some officers. Just before the 
Kmpress sailed from Yokohama, telegrams 
were received stating that Lieut. Gunji had 
committed suicide, but there does not ap- 
pear to be warrant for such a report. 

China has begun the threatened retali- 
ation Against i he Coited States by a decree 
forbidding the sale or use of American kero- 
sene oil, of which large quantities have been 
imported. This is the only measure so far 
announced, but one of the native papers, 
said to lie in the confidence of the Govern- 
ment, intimates that, should the Geary Act 
:>e enforced, it may be necessary to take 
further steps in retaliation. 



SUPREME COURT. 

(Before Mr. Justice Drake.) 

.June 13, 189.3. 
King v. Paulson tt al— This was an action 
in which the plaintiff claimed the sum of 
^5,499.55, money alleged by him to be due 
under a contraot by which the defendants 
agreed to pay him a certain sum per acre for 
discovering to them a tract of timber land, 
situate on Campbell river and its tributaries, 
Vancouver Island. The defence set up was 
that the money was not due until the leases 
for the land were granted by the authorities, 
and that such leases had not yet been ob- 
tained through no fault of the defendants. 
The judge held that the money was not due 
until the leases had been granted, and as 
that time had not yet arrived tlio plaintiff 
had no cause of action and ought not to 
have commenced the suit. Under the rules 
of court, however, the judge said that if be 
•wore to non-suit the plaintiff it would be 
equivalent to judgment for the defendants 
and would prevent the plaintiff setting up a 
oluini for the money when the leases were 
issued. The defendants' counsel stated that 
they were willing and ready to pay 
the money us soon as the lenees 
were obtained, but they contended that 
they had been wrongly brought into court 
and should not have been put to the ex- 
pense of the action. In the result the judge 
dismissed the plaintifTa notion with costs, 
but made an order that this dismissal 
would be without prejudice to his rights to 
bring another action when the leases shall 
have been issued and the defendants refuse 
to pay the amount duo. The evidence dis- 
closed that such a contract as was alleged 
bad been made, but the officers offthe Laud 
Department on being examined stated that 
the leases had not been yet issued, partly 



by reuson of the fact that a portion of the 
lauds were in the Island railway belt, and, 
further, that some unavoidable delay had 
been occasioned by rea«on of a defect in 
tho survey that made it necessary to supply 
certain details before tne matter could be 
settled and the formal lease issued. Mr E.

Kberts, Q C, for the defendants ; Mr. S. 
Porry Mills for tho plaintiff. 



TILE SIMPLE TRUTH. 

The following letter was sent to the Vic- 
toria Times, but by them was refused pub- 
lication : 

Tu the Editor of the Victoria Daily Times: 

In your announcement of tho arrival of 
the steamship Miowera at this port on the 
evening of the 8th instant you state that 
the vessel was detained one hour waiting for 
a pilot, and during that time no pilot ap- 
peared. Now, Mr. Editor, if this was an 
isolated announcement reflecting on tho 
Victoria pilots, in all probability I would 
allow it to pass unnoticed, but aa every 
article that I have seen in the press for tho 
past two years — with one exception — are all 
calculated to rillect discreditably on the 
pilots, I would ask you to dispel the impres- 
sion that must necessarily prevail with the 
public in general should such an announce- 
ment C8 the above remain unquestioned, 

Now, the facts c f the case ure as follows : 
Knowing that it was the vessel's initial 
trip, and that in all probability the com- 
mander was a stranger, we — the pilots — pro- 
ceeded out in the pilot cutter anil cruised in 
the vicinity of the Race Hocks, which, for 
the benefit of the uninitiated, I may state is 
from three to four miles outside of our 
pilotage limits, for which extra servico we 
make no charge. At about 8:30 p in. the 
vessel was sighted down tho straits. As 
soon as wo thought our signals could he dis 
tinguished we signalled her by the recog- 
nized pilot signal, and kept repeating same 
until the ve-sel passed us at full speed at 
one quarter of a mile distance. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I may mention that 
our cutter is a sailing vessel, and unfortu- 
nately at this particular time the wind fail- 
ed, and though 1 stated above that we re- 
c -ived no remuneration for extra services, on 
this particular occasion, I received payment 
by having to row say ten miles in the small 
boat, expecting that he would stop, and that 
I would succeid in getting on board. 

Such, Mr. Editor, are the facts of the 
case, and I would ask what inducement 
there is for a pilot to exert himself to do 
his duty well when he is misrepresented in 
this outrageous way.

EX ALDERMAN HARRISON ON THE 
SEWER CONTRACT. 

To Tim Editor : — As Chairman of the 
Sewerage committee of 1890, some eight or 
niue plans for the sewerage of the city, 
under competitive conditions, were sub- 
mitted for consideration. These plans came 
from the various parts of the Dominion, 
England and the United States. 

On consideration the committee unani- 
mously agreed upon the acceptance of one, 
but in order to obtain authoritative con- 
firmation of their views it was decided to 
submit the whole of tho plans to an expert 
engineer for his opinion. 

Mr. Rudolph Hering, tho most eminent 
authority on the continent, was selected, 
and after examination of the various plans 
reported that the plans afterwards found to 
be sent in by Mr. Mohuu more nearly eon- 
formed to the requirements of the city than 
any of the others. 

These plans were accordingly accepted by 
the City, and on these plans the work has 
hitherto been carried out. 

Personally I have had for forty years very 
largo experience, both as superintendent 
and contractor, in carrying out extensive 
engineering works, and as chief inspector of 
the sewerage works in so far as they have 
been constructed. I have no hesitation in 
saying that the work h .s been carried out 
in full accordance with the contract anil 
with as little inconvenience to traffic as 
possible. 

I trust that the investigation demanded 
by Mr. Mohun will be accorded, for I feel 
that reflections, such as have been made, are 
not only timed at the Commissioners and 
Mr. Mobun, but also at myself.

naimo having yestorduy brought largo delo- 
gutious of tho devotees of bird and trap 
shooting. Seattlo, Tacoma, Portland, 
Whatcom, Spokane ull are represented by 
strong teams, so aro tho cities of tho Pro- 
vince, and tho well-known skill of the coin 
petitors entered ensures great sport. The 
shooting takes placo at Maeaulay point, 
where spectators will have un excellent op 
portunity of watching it without interfering 
with the conteatauta. Tho greatest public 
interest will centre in Thursday's shooting, 
which inoiudes a match at live birds, for a 
splendid gold trophy, with dsamond setting, 
presented by tho Tacoma Morning Globe. 
The event of greatest general interest is th 
club team conteat tixed for Saturday, when 
teams of six men, each representing the 
various cities, will contest for two valuable 
prizes under similar conditions to those gov- 
erning the exciting match between Victoria 
and Tacoma which took place here in eon 
motion with the Queen's birthday eclebra 
tion, and in which the same teama will havi 
another opportunity of meeting. Tin 
shooting commences at 9 o'clock each morn 
ing. The programme for to-day is as fol 
lows : 

1. Ten singles, llvo prizos. 
'J. Fifteen singles, five prizes. 
.'!. individual championship, twenty singles, 
thi 00 prizes; tho first being Multnomah gold 
badge worth $250, to bo held for ono year. 
I. Ten Bingles, five prizes. 

5. Ten singles, for teams of two; three prizes. 
Three special prizes are offered for tho 
highest average in events 1. 2 and 4. 

THE BUSINESS JJEETINO. 

The annual business meeting was 
hold last evening at tho Driard, 
tho Association headquarters in this 
city. President T. A. Tringham, of 
Tacoma, was in tho chair, and there were 
upwards of fifty members present. 

The secretary, Mr. J. McB. Smith, of 
this city, presented hia report, which wua 
adopted. A cordial vote of thanks waa ex- 
tended to Mr. Smith, particularly in con- 
nection with tho two handsome acoro hooka 
he has prepared, in which to permanently 
presorvo an intelligent record of tho compe 
titiensof tho aisociation. 

Tho Vancouver, Nanaimo and Ladner's 
Gun clubs, having made the application in 
the regular way, wero admitted to mem- 
berahip; and applications of tho Multno- 
mah rod and gun club, of Portland, and tho 
Willamette club wero made by their repre- 
sentatives at tho meeting and granted. 

The Selby Smelting and Lead Co., of San 
Fruncisco, having presented a medal to the 
association to bo shot for by " amateurs," 
tho conditions to govern this competition 
wero discussed. It wua ogreed that the in- 
tention of the donora being to bur the well- 
known experts, and to encourage tho 
younger shota, that tho competition should 
bo restricted to thoEe who having shot 
through the matches included in the Grand 
Avenge, have not averaged over seventy 
per cent. The match will be shot on Satur- 
day at twenty five singlca. 

It waa pointed out that tho Individual 
Champion match for the gold trophy had 
been inadvertently omitted from tho Grand 
Average, whereas tbe rules require it to be 
included, so far as the medal for firat pri/.o 
is concerned. This correction was made, 
but for the subsequent prizes the match will 
bo omitted, ua in the printed programme. 

The Portland club's representatives re- 
ported that, having been misled by the rule 
printed in tho name of the American asso- 
ciation, they had loaded with 1 j oz. shot, 
and asked to be permitted to use the shells 
they had brought, in placo of being com- 
pelled to reload with 1!, oz, shot, in accord- 
ance with the regulation. Tho secretary 
stated that several persona had written to 
him to ask if 1} rz. shot would be permit 
ted, und he had answered that it would not. 
Under theso circumstances tho meeting de- 
cided to stick to tho rules for the year, but 
adopted a resolution making 1.) oz. shot for 
12-guoge guns permissible for tuturo meet- 
ings. 

1 lie order of ahooting in tho Ii vo bird 
contests was cor.Bideretl, from the points of 
view of tho time to be occupied and of tho 
chance of escape to bo ollered the birds. 
The rules wero amended so that the whole 
live trapa will bo filled before each competi- 
tor commences, and ho will fire the live in a 
atring, the trap to bo pulled not to be 
known by him, except, of course, in the 
case of tho laat one. 

The rulea of the team trophy contest were 
amended so that in future the number of 
" birda " will be 50 per man in place of 20 

To remove doubt on the subject it, was 
resolved that all birds thrown at an eleva- 
tion of less than six feet, unless accepted by 
the shooter, should bo declared "no bird." 

Mr. Williams, of Portland, gave notice 
that at the next annual meeting the Mult- 
nomah rod und gun club would move that 
resolutions involving a ehango in the con- 
stitution should bo voted on by only one 
representative from each club, in place of 
by all the members present. 

The president announced 'hat in all the 
shootB to day tho competitors would draw 
for position. 

A committee consisting of B. H. John 
and J, C. Maclure, Victoria, und T. Ware, 
Spokane, were numed by the president to 
decide any question that may lie raised as 
to the eligibility of competitors. 

It being 11 o'clock, the association ad- 
journed, to meet again on Thursday oven- 
ing, when the place of holding the next 
meeting will bo decided upon and ollicers 
for the ensuing year will bo elected.
